SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 19.—All hope of 
extraditing Mrs. Botkin has been aban- 
doned by Chief Lees and Detective Mc- 
Vey, but the chances are that Gov. Budd 
will decline to honor the Delaware requisi- 
tion, 

In the meantime the District Attorney is 
preparing to fermally charge Mrs. Botkin 
with the murder of Mrs. Dunning and Mrs, 
Deane and bring her to trial in this State. 

“It is our intention,” said Chief Lees, ‘to 
post. the Delaware people on the attitude 
of Gov. Budd. He has given us two weeks 
to get the papers ‘prepared, although he 
made jt plain to us last evening what his 
decision would be. We do not want to 
consider this matter of trying Mrs. Botkin 
for mixing poison with food, Such a charge 
would be entirely out of keeping with the 
enormity of the crime of which she is ac- 
cused, 

“What her counsel wants is to have us 
Swear out a complaint of this kind against 
her. I have no doubt thet if Mrs. Botkin 
were charged here next Monday with mix- 
ing poison in food, her attorney would 
gladly advise her to plead guilty and take 
her sentence. That would be the end of 
the murder charge.’”’ 


Mrs. Botkin’s lawyers seemingly have no 
fear of conviction. They base their confi- 
dence on the alleged ability of the accused 
woman to establish a complete alibi. The 
alibi will cover a period dating from the 
day Frank Grey claims he sold Mrs. Botkin 
arsenic in the Owl drug store to the day she 
was arrested in Stockton. 

In the work of establishing the alibi par- 
ticular attention has been given to the in- 
cidents that occurred on July 31—the day 
when it is alleged that Mrs. Botkin bought 
a pink box of bonbons at Haas’ candy store. 

Chief Lees and the prosecution rely large- 
ly on the testimony of Miss Sylvia Heney 
and Miss Kittie Dettner for the conviction 
of the accused woman. The girls believe 
that Mrs. Botk'n purchased a box of choco- 
lates on the afternoon of the last Sunday 
in July. 

Mrs. Botkin insists that on the afternoog 
of the 3ist of July she was confined to her 
bed in her apartment at the Hotel Victoria; 
that she was unable to get up, and as the 
afternoon wore away became so ill that it 
was necessary for her to summon a phy- 
sician. 

This physician, the defense claims is one 
of the most reputable practitioners in the 
city. When his services asé a witness In 
Mrs. Botkin's behalf are needed he will take 
the stand and testify for her. 

Mrs. Birdie Price, the proprietress of the 
Hotel Victoria. states in the affidav't she 
made for Chief Lees that after Mrs. Botkin 
returned to the hotel on July 30 she had her 
meals served in her room during two days. 
Mrs. Price also remembers that Mrs. BotKin 
complained of being ill on the afternoon of 
July 31.

A Sample Monthly Bill. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The young couple trying to make “both 
ends meet” have my sympathy, fer “I’ve 
been there myself.””’ People have so many 
different ideas as to woat constitutes a 
comfortable home; it is hard for an out- 
sider to give assistance, except in a gen- 
eral way. 

Rent is supposed to not exceed one-fifth 
of one’s income. In buying food, I buy 
staple articles (flour, sugar, soap, ete.) in 
as large quantities as I can afford. Fruits 
and vegetables I buy when they are in 
season, and consequently cheap. When 
eggs are high I use sparingly unless I use 
them in the place of meat. I have found 
many so-called inferior cuts of meat can 
be palatably prepared; as, for Instance, 
the round steak, that can be cooked in so 
many ways and makes a cheap dish. If 
the wife can do the family sewing it re- 
duces the cost of clothing.

Of course it rained, and when it wasn’t 
raining the sun parboiled us in our wet 
clothes. When we made camp for the night 
I dropped my pouches and shelter tent on 
the ground and fell on them. It was rain- 
ing hard, but I never slept sounder in my 
life. That was how I caught cold in my 
hand, 

“These Porto Rican rains are something 
a person living here can’t appreciate. The 
water comes down in sheets. Our shelter 
tents were no good, and our ponchos leaked 
like sieves. 

‘Some of the boys had slickers which they 
bought at Chickamauga. The rest of us 
laughed at them for doing it, but they had 
the laugh on us in Porto Rico. 

“When we finally got into camp at Ponce 
we were fairly comfortable. 

‘We christened it Centipede Camp, -be- 
cause it was alive with centipedes. They 
crawled all over -us while we slept, and 
every now and then some soldier would 
yell: ‘I’m bit! I’m bit!’ 

“Strange to say the Porto Rican centipede 
is comparatively harinless. The men who 
were stung feit a numb sensation about the 
part, but it soon passed away. It isn't 
as bad as a bee sting. 

“The island seems t@ehave a peculiar {m- 
munity from poisonous plants and reptiles. 
Aside from the tarantula there is no living 
creature to hurt a man. 

The Porto Rican hog is a razor-back., 
Jim, our bulldog and mascot. had a great 
deal of fun with the hogs. Along the march 
whenever Jim saw a hog he would jump 
down from the gun carriage, where he rode, 
and get busy with the porker. 

“We had a pleasant time in Ponce, and 
most of us met some very nice people. 
The native Porto Rican women are beau- 
tiful and affable. They have rich, creamy 
complexions, big, dark eyes, straight, black 
hair, white teeth and superb figures. The 
negroes are blacker than ours, and the 
most worthless, immoral people on earth. 
It would be a good thing for the country 
if they were exterminated. The real Porto 
Ricans are all right, but the blacks are 
not.’’ 

What impressed Private Niemeyer more 
forcibly than anything else except the suf- 
fering of the soldiers was the way in which 
oxen are harnessed in Porto Rico. 

“The native horses are mere midgets, 
said Niemeyer, ‘‘and are only used to ride, 
All the draught work done by oxen, 
They have great heavy yokes fastened to 
their horns. These yokes are never re- 
moved. Instead of whips the drivers use 
goads—long poles with an iron spike in the

AND COLORED PEOPLE 
AT ALTON. 


MASS MEETING TO BE HELD. 


Ccrtain Members of the Council Favor- 
ing the Negroes Will Be Asked to 
Resign Their Offices. 


The threats of citizens of Alton to de- 
mand that the CounciMeither confirm the 
appointment of Messrs. Finke and Neer- 
mann to the School Board or resign is now 
the chief source of agitation in the Illinois 
city. 

It is a-new phase of the long quarrel 


over the colored people and the public 
schools. Mr. Finke was President of the 
Board of Education when the board took 
the initiative in the race separation in the 
schools, and now that his term is expired 
the colored people naturally desire to defeat 
his return to the board. For similar ree- 
sons they object to Mr. Neermann. 

When Mayor Brueggemann asked the 
Council to confirm the appointment of 
Finke and Neermann last Tuesday night, 
the confirmation was refused by a majority 
of the members and defeated. 

The next day there was a protest in the 
city. Because of Mr. Finke’s record in the 
school fight suspicion directed at once to 
the colored people. Subsequently it has 
been freely stated that the colored people 
long ago laid their wires to accomplish 
this very thing;.that when the Kuhn-Bur- 
ton campaign was at its height in August 
the Burton faction-received the support of 
the negroes in exchange for the promise 
that they would exercise their majority 
control in the municipa] body to defeat the 
appointment to the School Board of any 
one favorable to the separation of the races 
in the schools. 

This is the story given in explanation of 
the reason why the Aldermen would not 
confirm the appointment of Finke and Neer- 
mann. The people have readily given it 
credence and the Council has been direct- 
ly accused of being favorable to the ne- 
groes. As a result the school separation 
fever has broken out anew in a virulent 
form, and it is the chief theme of all polit- 
ical, civil and social debates in Alton. Pe- 
titions for a mass meeting of citizens are 
being circulated, and if the meeting is held 
the offending members of the Council will 
be asked to resign.

days in the Poor-hiuse. She labored and 
saved under that controlling impulse. She 
accumulated enough money to keep her 
comfortably as long as she might live. Then 
she lost it all. Her reason reeled under 
the blow. Old and helpless, the Poorhouse 
was her only refuge. 

‘Das Efle’ was'the best-known character 
in Belleville. She was an echo of the Belle- 
ville of the past. 

So long ago that nobody remembered the 
year, she was brought to Belleville by Karl 
Goerner as his bride. He was an intel- 
lectual, distinguished-looking man, and was 
said to be of noble birth. She was a 
diminutive fraulein. 

He had been a student at a university in 
Germany. His radical social views brought 
trouble to him. He was compelled to flee. 
With him in his flight he took ‘Efile.’ It 
is said he was actuated as much by pity 
as by love. She was a friendless girl. 
With a student’s ready generosity he had 
befriended her. She cried when he told 
her he must go away. Always impulsive, 
he declared she should go with him. 

They went away to America.and landed 
in Belleville. 

They worked side by side 
they could find to do.- No labor was too 
hard or too undesirable for them. His 
talent was recognized and he took part 
in German plays produced by a local stock 
company. 

The principal occupation of the pair was 
bill posting. They enjoyed a monopoly 
of the business. They went about carry- 
ing their buckets and brushes. Sihe did as 
much work as he. Occasionally they were 
given a benefit. 

' During a small-pox epidemic they nursed 
the victims and buried the dead, digging 
the graves in the darkness of night. 

Goerner wore a heavy beard. He was 
lalled ‘‘Haarige Karl’’(Hatry Karl). Every- 
body called Mrs. Goerner ‘Efle,’”’ a dimin- 
utive for Eva, her correct name, 

“Efle’ had a dread of having to go to the 
poor-house in ther old age. She saved the 
money they earned to keep her out of that 
institution. Her husband to give her 
peace of mind, insured himself. He died 
a good many years ago. She received the 
insurance money and hid it with her sav- 
ings in an ash barrel. 

One day when she was not at home the 
ash barrel was hauled away. The man who 
took it away told where he had dumped it, 
but the money, said to have amounted to 
several thousand dollars, was not recovered. 

‘fle’ was crushed. She cried for days. 
Her habits of industry were lost. She did 
not have the courage to take up the strug- 
gle for existence anew. 

She strolled about the streets constantly, 
telling her woe to every one she met. Rea- 
son all but left her. Melancholy took pos- 
session. 

Her admission to the Poorhouse was pro- 
cured by some kind .sdies and the closing 
years of her life she passed there. She 
was the gentlest, most tractable woman in 
the institution. To all who came she told 
the story of her great sorrow and said she 
did not want to die there. 

She died among the paupers, but she wag 
not buried among the paupers. Some ladics 
of St. Paul’s Free Protestant Church pro- 
cured for her a last resting 
nut Hill Cemetery.
